The following' new sj)eci(\s have been I'ecognized among the material 
collected for .study in the prej)aration of the forthcoming monogi-aph 
of Culici(he by Dr. L. (). Ilowai’d and the present antliors. 

ANOPHELES CRUZII, new name. 

AVe propose this name to rei)lace MifBomyla h(tzii Theobald, which 
is preoccupied by M yzorhynchdln hitzJi (h’uz, since we do not recog- 
nize either M yz<nn yia or M yzorhyiuh(‘lla as distinct from Anopheles. 
AVe note further the existence of Manyohthosia hitzl Deryassu,® which 
will also recpiire a new name, if.it prove, as we now suppose, that the 
new genus M an(juinho.si(( is not sej^arable from A nophelex.^ 

It gives us much pleasure to dedicate this interesting si)ecies to 
Dr. Oswaldo C’ruz, the well-known hygienist and I)acteriologist of 
Kio de Janeiro. 

Tlie larva lias been discovered by iMr. A. II. Jennings in th(‘ 
Panama Canal Zone, living in the watei* between th(‘ leaves of 
bromeliaceous })lants. which appeal’s to be its only habitat. 

AEDES EPACTIUS. new species. 

Female. — Pi*oboscis long and slender, black: palpi entirely IJack- 
scaled; vertex of the head anteriorly with broad whitish .scales, j)os- 
teriorly with darker .scales: thoi’ax deep bi’own-scaled, with slight 
bronzy luster and with whitish markings; these markings consist ot* 
two very bi’oad outciii’ved bands on the anterior half of the meso- 
notuin, whi(‘h become aj)})roximatcd and narrowed at the middle, and 
run parallel with each other to the .scutellum: the sides of the me.so-

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notiiin iind the hind margin of the scntellnm are whitish-scaled: 1 
pleura with patches of white scales ; abdomen black-scaled above, with 1 
rather narrow white basal bands, black and white-banded beneath: 
the wing- veins are clothed with long and narrow dusk}^ scales: legs 
black, the knees white, involving both ends of the joints; the front 
legs with base and apex of the first tai'sal joint and the base of the 
second white-ringed: middle legs with the base and apex of the first 
tarsal joint narrowly white-ringed, base and apex of the second joint 
still more narrowly so, the base of the third joint narrowl}^ ringed; 
hind legs with the last tarsal joint entirely white, the remaining 
ones broadly white-ringed at base and apex; front and middle tarsal 
claws toothed, the hind ones simple. Length, 4 inni. 

In the male the palpi are long, but do not attain the apex of the i 
proboscis by about one-fourth its length, sparsely hairy, black-scaled 
without annulalions: the head is densely whitish-scaled; the meso- i 
thoracic markings are similar to those of the female, but the white 
scaling is heavier; the antescutellar bare space is surrounded by < 
white scales, which are poorly indicated in the female; abdomen black- 
scaled above, with basal white bands, black and white-banded beneath. 
Length, 4 mm. 

Ten specimens from Cordoba, ^Mexico, and Almoloya, in the Slate i 
of Oaxaca, ^Mexico, bred from larvie in holes or hollows in bowlders 
in stream beds. (F. Knab.) 

Type, — Cat. Xo. 110()3, U.S.X.M. . 

This species is closely related to Aede^ atrop(d fnis Co(iuillett, but 
differs in the coloration of the thoracic markings. 

AEDES CUNEATUS, new species. 

Fiirude , — Prol)oscis rather long, black-scaled; palpi entirely Idack- 
scaled; occiput pale yellowish-scaled, with a brown spot at each side; 
meson otum deep bi’own-scaled, with slight luster, and Avith tAvo nar- 
roAv pale yellowish subdorsal stripes; the.se stripes are thickened 
along the median portion and become much narrowed on the poste- i 
i*ior third, reaching the .scutellum outAvardl}" of the antescutellar Ijare I 
space; they have a more or less distinct brassy luster; there are a feAV ‘ 
of these 3TlloAvish scales along the sides of the antescutellar bare I 
space and the mid-lobe of the scutellum is clothed Avith similar scales; 
abdomen black-scaled above, Avithout bronzy luster, Avith cream-Avhite i 
lateral basal segmental triangular ])atches; beneath creain-Avhite i 
scaled, Avith apical black segmental bands; Avings Avith dark narrow f 
scales along the Axuns: legs black-scaled, Avith bronzy luster: femora * 
Axmtiadly and basally Avhite: tibia* of all the legs Avhitish-scaled on 
the inner side; tar.si not ringed ; claws all toothed. Length, 4.5 mm. ' 
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In the male the palpi somewhat exceed the proboscis, black-scaled, 
with Ijluish luster, the terminal segments clothed with numerous 
long* hairs; head densely yellowish scaled on the occiput, with a 
silveiT luster; the yellowish thoracic stripes are much more diltiise 
behind the middle than in the female: the stripes become greatly ex- 
panded on the sides and they also coalesce more or less with the yel- 
lowish scaling around the antescutellar bare space; the abdomen is 
black-scaled above, the second segment with pale basal band, the siu*- 
ceeding segments with lateral baswl triangular segmental white 
patches: the under surface white-scaled, with narrow ai)ical black 
bands on the segments. Length, 5.5 mm. 

Thirty-five specimens from Cordoba, Mexico, bred from larv:e in 
lempoi*ary puddles. (F. Knab.) 

Type. — Cat. No. 1 HK)4, U.S.N.M. 

AEDES ARGENTESCENS, new species. 

Female . — Proboscis long ami slender, black-scaled: palpi black- 
scaled; head with the occiput clothed with silvery scales, a large and 
dark spot on each side; mesoiiotum clothed with deep brown scales 
and with two subdorsal lines of silveiy scales; these lines are much 
bi'oadened along their middle thii*d, becoming much attenuated poste- 
riorly, reaching the scutellum well to the sides of the anteseutcllar 
bai’e spaee; bare space boi*dered with silver}^ scales; scutellum silver- 
scal(‘d ; abdomen deep black, with coppery luster above, and with 
lateral basal segmental triangular silvery white spots; beneath 
ci‘eamv white, with large triangular black apical segmental lateral 
spots, which do not unite to form bands; wings with dark long and 
narrow scales along the veins: legs dark-scaled, with pi'onoiinced 

bronz}" luster; the femora pale at base and beneath, tibim narrowly 
pale-scaled on the under side; tarsi not ringed; claws toothed on all 
the feet. Length, 2.5 mm. 

In the male the palpi exceed the pi*oboscis, black-scaled, the ter- 
minal portion densely clothed with long black hairs; head with the 
vertex elothed with dull silvery scales; the markings of the meso- 
notum similar to those of the female, but the submedian sti’ipes greatly 
expanded on the middle portion; abdomen black-scaled above, with 
slight coppery luster, the basal segmental lateral spots becoming 
united into bands on segments 3, 4, (>, and 7, eighth segment niostl}" 
whitish scaled. Length, 3.5 mm. 

Six specimens from Coi*doba, ^lexico, and Almoloya, State of 
Oaxaca, Mexico, bred from larvie in temporary puddles. (F. Knab.) 

Type.—G^i. No. 110()5, U.S.N.M. 

The light mai*kings show a silvei*y metallic luster, with a grayish 
cast, which varies in intensity in dilferent specimens. 
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AEDES HARUSPICUS, new species. 

Female. — Proboscis rather short, slender, brown-sealed, with a 
sprinkling of lighter ones, a light ring near the middle; ])alpi dark- 
sealed; oeeipiit clothed mostly with Avhitisli scales and with four 
quadrate patches of darker scales; mesonotum l)rigiit brown-sealed, 
mottled with patches of white scales, these white scales densest in 
(he region befon^ the scutellum; scutelliim clothed with shining whit- 
ish scales; scales of the pleura white: abdomen black-scaled above, 
with bi*oad apical soiled white bands on all but the last segment; 
beneath Jiiottled, with dull whitish and light brown scales, the seg- 
jnents becoming lighter apically, but without defined bands; femora 
and tibiie l)lack-scaled, with a sprinkling of lighter scales, a whitish 
ring on each femur toward the apex; tarsi black, with white basal 
rings, becoming successively nan-ower on each joint : wings broad, 
the scales on the veins black and white, giving a mottled etl'ect ; claws 
sim 2 )le. Length, mm. 

Male .- — The al)d()iniiial l)ands are clearer Avhite and narrower than 
in the female; otherwise the coloration is similar. 

Twenty-one s[)ecimens. Port Antonio, Jamaica, bred from larva^ 
in seaside pools, November io, lOOO. (M. Gi‘al)ham.) 

Tijpe. — Cat. No. lihDo, U.S.N.M. 

AA^e expected that Doctor (xrabham Avoidd himself describe this 
species, l)ut aftei* the destruction of his collection by the eaidhquake 
he has requested ns to descril)e it from the specimens he had pre- 
viously sent us. 

AEDES HORRIDUS, new species. 

Proboscis and palpi clothed with violet-black scales; occiput whit- 
ish-scaled, with a violet-black sj)ot at the side; mesonotum broadly 
yellowish Avhite-scaled at the sides, a band of deep broAvn scales occu- 
pying about one-third of the width of the disk and extending back 
to the antesciitellar space, the lateral yellowish Avhite scales sm*round- 
ing the antesciitellar s])ace liehind; scutellum yellowish AAdiite-scaled ; 
jiostscutelliim densely yellowish Avhite-scaled ; abdomen above violet 
blue with lateral a[)ical yelloAvish spots on all but the last segment, 
beneath yelloAvish-scaled, the seventh segment with basal violet scales, 
(‘ighth segment entirely violet-scaled. Legs deep violet-scaled, the 
basal tAvo-thirds of the femora yellowish, the knees silvery white, the 
hind legs Avith the scales on (he tibijc and tarsi roughened, suberect, 
the last two joints Avhite. Length, 4.5 mm.

This species has been identified heretofore as J aniliinoROhia hitzU 
Theobald and J (nithinoHoma nlLfpCfS Theobald, but ditlers obviously 
from these more southern forms. 



AEDES ALDRICHI, new species. 

Similar to A, hirsute ron Theobald and .1. aestivalis Dyai*, but the 
vestiture of the occiput and the sides of the disk of the mesonotum 
are frosted white with a very slight yellowish cast; the anterior 
angles of the mesonotum ai*e not brown-scaled: the al)domen has a 
distinct bronzy luster; the stems of the forked (*ells iwe longer: the 
s])ecies is smaller: otherwise the three species are very similar. 
Length, J.r> mm. 

Six specimens, all females, ^Market Lake, Idaho (J. ]M. Aldri(*h). 
Tj/pe. — Cat. Xo. 12010, IT.S.X.^I. 

The s])ecimens were sent us by Professor Aldrich mixed with 
,1. Idahoensls Theobald. Aldrich's reinai’ks, (juoted by Theol)ald." 
obviously refer to this small species and not to Idahontsls, which is 
larirer. MT take pleasure in naming this species foi* Prof. J. ]\I. 
Aldri(*h. 

CULEX CHRYSONOTUM. new species. 

Female .- — Proboscis black-scaled, rather long, gradually enlarged 
towai’d the a])ex: palpi black-scaled, with a few metallic scales at the 
apices; occipiit (*loth(‘d Avith golden scales, becoming broAvnish at th(^ 
sides, margins of the eyes Avhitish-scaled ; mesonotinn clothed Avith 
narroAV golden scales, the posterior portion dark broAvn-scaled, Iaa’o 
gol(l(‘u lines extending from the golden area backAvard to the scuteL 
bun on each side of the antescutellar bare space: scutellmn golden- 
scaled; ])leui*a Avith Avhitish scales; abdomen de])re.ssed. lJunt at the 
apex, dark-scaled, Avith strong cop])ei v luster and dark blue reflections 
in some lights, no dorsal segmental bands: segments o, 0, and 7 AA’ith 
silvery basal lateral spots; beneath the segments have bi*oad silvery 
Avhite bands at the bases, th(’ apices dark-scaled, AA'ith coppery luster: 
Avings Avith narroAv dusky scales along the A^ins: legs dark-scaled. 
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AA'ith strong bronzy luster, the ventral surfaee of the femora silveiy- 
scaled, the inner side of the tibia? obscurely silver-scaled, the knees 
touched with silver scales; tarsi not ringed: chnvs simple. Length, 
3 mm. 

Male, — Proboscis long and slender, enlarged at the apex; palpi con- 
siderably longer than the proboscis, black-.scaled, Avithout annulations, 
the apical portion clothed with long black hairs; head and thoracic 
markings as in the female; abdomen dark-scaled above, Avith coppery 
luster; segments 4 to 8 with basal lateral silvery spots; the under sin- 
face Avith silvery basal segmental bands. Length, 3 mm. 

Nine specimens, Ancon, Canal Zone, Panama ; Cartagenita, Paraiso 
District, and ]\Iiraflores in the Canal Zone, bred from larA^a' in a ditch, 
from a small patch of alga‘ beside railroad track, and from a SAvamp. 
(A. H. Jennings.) 

Type,— Cnt. No. 1106G, U.S.XAL 

Similar to C. splssipes Theobald and C. fur Dyar and Knab, but 
easily distinguished by the narroAV Aving-scales and the more extensiA^e 
golden area of the mesonotnm. 

CULEX DAUMASTOCAMPA, new species. 

Female, — Proboscis long and slender, swollen at the apex: palpi 
black-scaled; occiput golden-scaled, Avith black scales sparsely inter- 
mixed, a large dark spot on each side; thorax deep broAvn scaled, the 
front and lateral margins on the anterior half very broadly bright 
golden-scaled ; scutellum dark-scaled ; abdomen dark-scaled aboAT, 
Avith bronzy luster, slight!}^ lighter colored beneath, but Avithont dis- 
tinct banding; scales along the Aving veins long and narroAv, darkly 
colored: legs dark-scaled, Avith bronzy luster; hind legs Avith the 
under surface of the femora sihTry Avhite-scaled, the apices of the 
tibia? and a rather broad ring at the base of the first tarsal joint sil- 
A^eiy Avhite-scaled : second and third tarsal joints ATiy narroAvly sil- 
ver-Avhite-ringed at the bases, the rings obsolete on the fourth and 
fifth joints; front and middle legs Avithout rings: tarsal chnvs sim- 
ple. Length, 2 mm. 

Male , — Palpi long and slender, nearly as long as the proboscis, 
black-scaled, Avithout annulations; head and thoracic markings as 
in the female: abdomen dark-scaled aboA^e, Avilh strong coppery 

luster; beneath the scaling is more brassy, but there are no segmental 
bands; knees of the hind legs sih^eiy scaled; tibial and tarsal mark- 
ings as in the female. Length 2 mm. 

Three specimens, Porto Bello, Fort San Felipe, Panama, bred 
from larA^a? in Avatei- betAA^^en the lea\xs of bi’omeliaceous plants. 
(A. IT. Jennings.) 

Type,—Q^i, No. IIOGT, U.S.N.M. 
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CULEX PINAROCAMPA, new species. 

Female. — Proboscis moderately lon^ and slender, not distinctly 
swollen at the tip; black-scaled above and beneath; palpi black- 
scaled ; occiput clothed with recumbent whitish and bronzy brown 
scales and with upright dark foi’ked ones: the whitish scales form 
a margin to the eyes, a median line and large lateral patches; nieso- 
notuin bronzy brown-scaled,, with several spots of light scales — a 
pair of median subdorsal spots, a paii* farther forward at the lateral 
margin, another pair above the roots of the wings; the front margin 
is light-scaled, as also the margin of the antescutellar bare sj)ace; 
scutellum light-scaled, with a brassy luster; abdomen above black- 
scaled, with bluish luster, the segments with narrow basal bands, 
which are broadened mesially on all but the last two segments; on 
the last three segments the bands are expanded toward the lateral 
margins; ventrally the abdomen is pale-scaled, the apices of the 
segments obscurely dark-banded; femora dark-scaled above, light- 
scaled beneath nearly to the apices, knees yellowish white-scaled; 
tibia^ yellowish white-scaled at bases and apices, tarsi of all the legs 
Avith the first, second, third, and fourth joints yellowish Avhite-ringed 
at bases and apices; mid and hind legs with the fifth tarsal joint 
entirely yellowish Avhite-scaled ; last tarsal joint of the forelegs in 
part obscurely bronz3^-scaled : Avings Avith the scales along the A^ins 
duslvA", long, and A^ery narroAv; claAvs simple. Length, 5.5 mm. 

Male. — Proboscis stouter than in the female, black-scaled, Avith a 
Avhite mark on the ventral surface before the middle; palpi long and 
slender, dark-scaled, longer than the proboscis, AAuth narroAV yellowish 
Avhite annulations, more than half of the apical portion clothed Avith 
long hairs; head and thoracic markings as in the female; abdomen 
long and slender, black-scaled above, Avith clear Avhitc basal segmental 
bands, broader than in the female, the eighth .segment nearly entirely 
Avhite-scaled ; venter light-scaled, Avith apical dark bands, lateral 
margins of the abdomen Avith numerous long pale cilia ; tarsi marked 
as in the female. Length, 5 mm. 

One hundred and seventeen specimens, Cordoba, ^Mexico, bred 
from laiwae in puddles along the Pio San Antonio. (F. Knab.) 
Type. — Cat. Xo. 11008, L.S.X.]\I. 



CULEX CONSTERMATOR, new species. 

Female. — Proboscis long and .slender, not distinctl}" .SAVollen at the 
apex, entireh’ dark-scaled, Avith bronzA" lu.ster: palpi nearh' one- 
fourth the length of the proboscis, slender, dark-scaled, Avith bronzA" 
luster; occiput dark-scaled, the margins of the e}’es dislincth’' and 
rather broadlA" sih^u’-white-scaled ; mesonotum dark broAvn scaled, 
Avith slight luster; pleura green, Avith patches of AAdiite scales; abdo- 
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men depressed, truncate at tip, clothed above with dark scales, with 
distinct coppery lus-tei*, the bases of the segments with lateral ti-ian- 
gular silvery Avhite spots; venter dull whitish-scaled, unhanded; 
wings with the scales along the veins dusky, long and veiy narrow; 
legs dark-scaled, with bronzy luster, the underside of the femora pale- 
scaled ; tarsi not i-inged; claws simple. Length, 4 mm. 

Mali , — Palpi long and slender, very slightl}^ longer than the pro- 
boscis, dark-scaled, with bronzy luster and Avithout annulations: head 
and mesothorax colored as in the female; abdomen long and slender, 
dark-scaled aboAT, Avith coppery lustei*, the segments Avith basal sil- 
very Avhite lateral spots; venter ]Aale-scaled. Length, 4 jnm. 

Thirty-nine specimens, Cordoba, Mexico, bred from larA^ie in Avater 
in a holloAv tree. (F. Knab.) 

Type. — Cat. Xo. 11009, I".8.X".^I. 

CULEX STENOLEPIS, new species. 

Fimali . — Proboscis rather long and slender, l)lack-scaled, labellcC 
pale-scaled; ]>alpi entirely black-scaled; occiput clothed Avith pale 
broAvnish scales, Avith brassy luster, the margin of the eyes narroAvly 
AAdiite-scaled, broadened into a patch at the sides, numerous erect 
forked scales particularly basally; mesonotum dee]:> ]>roAvn-scaled, 
Avith bronz}^ luster and mottled Avitli patches of bra.ssy scales; these 
scales ai*e most conspicuous along the margins and form tAVo obli(iue 
subdorsal bars: anteriorly they form a dorsal patch and are also 
abundant around the antescutellar bare space and the bases of the 
AAungs; scutellum covered Avith brassy scales; abdomen depressed, 
truncate at the ti]n dull black-scaled above, Avith narroAv AAdiite basal 
segmental bands; beneath the basal bands occupy about half of each 
segment; Avings Avith the veins clothed Avith broAvnish long ajid veiw 
naiTOAY scales; legs black; femora Avhite-scaled beneath except the 
apical portion ; knees Avhite-scaled ; tilujc Avith their apices pale-scaled, 
a line of pale scales along their inner surfaces; tarsi of all the legs 
Avhite-ringed at base and apex of each joint, the fi‘ont legs very nar- 
roAvly so, on the hind legs A^ery broadly: last tarsal joint of the hind 
legs entirely Avhite-scaled : claAvs simple. Length, 4.5 mm. 

Male. — Proboscis long, rather slender, black-scaled, Avith a AAdiite 
ring around the middle, the labelhe jiale-scaled ; palpi long, exceeding 
the proboscis, slender, clothed Avith black scales, narroAvly annulated 
Avith Avhite, the a]>ical half coATred Avith long black hairs: head and 
thorax marked as in the female: abdomen deep black-scaled above, 
Avithout luster, the basal segmental Avhite bands much broader than 
in the female: legs marked as in the female. Length, 4 mm. 

Forty-seven specimens, Cordoba, ilexico, bred from larvie in Avater 
betAveen the leaves of bromeliaceous jilants. (F. Knab.)

Male, — Prol)oscis niul slender, the apical portion somewhat 

stouter, clothed with brownish and grayish scales, giving a mottled 
eh'ect, without light ring; palpi veiy long and slender, slightly thick- 
ened in their apical halves, clothed with brownish scales and mottled 
with grayish ones; the second s(‘gment with a broad white i*ing before 
the middle; a]:>ieal half of the palpi clothed with long hairs; o(‘cipiit 
clothed, with gray and pale brown scales, the margin of the eyes 
white-scaled, the usual upright dark foi*k(Ml scales })res(‘iit : meso- 
notiim clothed with light yellow-brown and grayish scales, without 
distinct lines or pattern; abdomen dusky-scaled aljoAT', the segments 
broadly banded with white basally; on the sixth and seventh seg- 
ments the bands extend along the lateral m'ni’gins to the apices of 
th(‘ segments; eighth segment mostly black-scaled above; beneath the 
abdomen is light-scaled without bands, ciliation of the abdominal 
mai*gins pale, long, and al)undant ; veins of the wings clothed with 
pale brownish long and narrow scales, those along the costa black; 
legs blackish-scaled, with lightei* mottling on the femora and tibi'c; 
the tarsi show a faint l)i'onzy luster and are not ringed; under sui'- 
faces of the femora pale-scaled; tibi;e palei* scaled on the inner side. 
Length, 3 mm. 

Three specimens, New Amst(‘i-dam, Dutch (tuiana. F(‘bruary IT, 
DOS. (J. Aiken.)

We realize the undesirability of describing specaes of ('ale.e from 
the male sex alone, on account of tlu^ dilliculty of ('ver associating 
the jiroper female; but in this case Doctor Aiken has communicated 
to us the lai*va, which makes future identification of the feiiiale easy.

It is pro])er to state that the larva 
sent us by Doctor Aiken is a whole larva, not the skin fVom a bi’ed 
s|)ecimen, and thei’efore the authoi’ity for the association rests with 
him.

mesonotum dark bronzy brown-scaknl : al)domen black-scaled above 
with bluish reflection, the tip silver-.scaled ; bemaith silvery-scaled, 
the colors separated on the sides in a straight line. Legs deep l)i‘owu- 
scaled with bluish and bronzy reflections, femora and tibiae white
